charging your headset

2. To fit your headset comfortably, lift the earhook and loop it around your ear. Position the speaker in your ear 
for optimal audio performance. 

3. To power off your headset, press and hold the power button for 3 seconds until the LED flashes Green.

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The PS3™ is unable find the headset. 

+ Make sure that your headset is in pairing mode (see page 4). 

+ If the headset has been paired with another Bluetooth® device before, the PS3™ 
will have trouble finding the headset. Either remove the headset from the paired 
device or turn off the Bluetooth® functionality on the paired device. 

+ Turn off / remove any other active wireless devices in the vicinity (eg. router, 
mouse, keyboard, DECT phones) to prevent signal interference. 


The headset will not activate after being charged. 

+ To activate the headset, the battery needs to charge for at least 40 minutes. It is 
highly recommended to fully charge the battery for the full 3 hours before use 

+ The headset will only charge when the PS3™ is switched on 


No indication of charging is shown.
